Because of the sensitive material included in the contents, 
a single copy was prepared by order of the Chief of the 
Division. 


2. Immediately after Mr. McCone was sworn in as 
Director of Central Intelligence he met with Attorney General 
Robert Kennedy. Mr. Kennedy complained at some length 
about a communications and reporting failure on the part of 
CIA curing the hours immediately following Trujillo's assassina 
ticn. The Division was instructed to prepare a briefing for 
Mr. Robert Kennedy covering this period. Mr. Allen Dulles 
subsequently clarified and satisfied Mr, Kennedy on sozne of 
the questions raised. However, in as much as there has never 
been a full briefing of the Attorney General or any other high- 
level officer on the whole period, the attached paper has been, 
prepared v/hile those who participated in the events and who 
served in the Dominican P^c public during the time under review, 
were still available for consullaticn and verification of the facts.
